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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's Amendment filed September 23, 2008 in response to Examiner's Final Office 
Action has been reviewed. Claims 3, 5, 8-1 1, 13-16, 18-26, 57 and 59-61 are pending in the 
application. Claims 1, 3, 5, 13, 18, 53 and 59 are independent claims. Claims 1, 2, 4, 6, 7, 12, 17, 
27-56 and 58 are canceled, claims 15, 22, 25, 26, 57 are amended, and claims 60 and 61 are 
added. 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 10-21, filed March 1 0, 2008, with respect to claims 3, 
5, 13, 18, 57 and 59 have been fully considered and arc persuasive. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 3,5,8-11, 13-16, 18-26, 57 and 59-61 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest individually or in combination the total 

selection score comprises a total number of users that selected a result returned for a search for 
the search query as set forth in independent claim 3, the instance score for the first query 
comprises a number of instances the first article was shown in a search result for the first query 
as set forth in independent claims 5 and 13, determining the number of times the first article was 
selected when presented in search results for the first query comprises determining a number of 
clickthroughs for the first article when presented in search results for the first search query as set 
forth in independent claims 18 and 60, and employing the stored indication of the relationship 
between the first search query and the second search query to access the stored user data and 
ranking results within the plurality of search results based at least in part on the accessed user 
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data as set forth in independent claims 59 and 61 . 

Dependent claims 8-11, 14-16, 19-21, 23-26 being further limiting to the independent 
claims 3, 5 and 13 respectively, definite and enable by the Specification are also allowed.
